Yes, if you want a graceful vine for 
your mantel or table, you may start 
one at home. First, spend a few cents 
for a large, firm yam with plenty of 
eyes on one side, at least. 

Next, take a sharp knife amd cut off 
about one-third from the lower side. 
Put the yam in a shallow bowl, or plan- 
ter dish, and almost cover with water. 
The cut side is down, of course. 


If you keep the yam generously wat- 
ered, in a few weeks you will be award- 
ed by its first sprouts. (Don’t lose your 
patience—they will begin growing.) 
Once they start they grow with unsual 
haste, and you have a very exotic-look- 
ing plant trailing large green leaves 
from purple-red stems. 

Sweet-potato vines may be grown 
similarly, but they take a bit longer 
to start sprouting. Their pretty leaves 
are smaller and daintier. So add a love- 
ly touch of greenery wherever you 
need it inside your house.

USE YOUR BOILER: 

Our modern gas and electric stoves 
give us a new method of cooking - 
broiling under the broiling unit. Whole 
meals can be cooked in this way, but 
let's talk about meat first. 

Only tender cuts of meats or ground 
meat shohld be broiled. Tough cuts 
require moist heat to tenderize them. 

A steak for broiling is best, not less 
than one inch thick placed about two 
inches from the broiler or flame, A 
two-inch steak should be three inches 
away, ham slices or lamb chops three 
inches, and chicken five inches. Be 
sure to slash the fat around the edges 
to prevent the fat meat from curling 
up. Turn once - when about half done. 

Sometimes we can save ourselves 
a lot of work cleaning by using a pie 
pan or a shallow cake pan instead of 
the large broiling pan that comes with 
the stove. Be sure to remove the oven 
as soon as your meat is done and then 
you won't bake the grease to the pan. 

Try using your broiler more often - 
you'll like it. 

DID YOU KNOW? ’ 

There is now a refrigerator on the 
market with a two-way door, You can 
open it either from the left or from 
the right depending upon which side 
is the most convenient at that moment, 

Thee is a new cleaning agemt avail- 
able which will remove accumalated 
wax, dirt, oil from linoleum, tile or 
other hard surface flooring. It’s not 
for wood because it will soak in. 

You can buy a permanent liquid 
starch for your cottons, which will 
last for several washings. 

Fiberglass curtains and draperies 
are fire-proof, resisitant tomoths, sun 
and wear. You can wash them and you 
don't have to iron them. They are a- 
vailable in solid colors and in printed 
designs sold by the yard. 

An average of 500 pounds of water is 
sucked from the soil by the roots and 
plants and passed through the plant to 
produce one pound, dry weight, of 
growth.
